Watson Laying Plans To

Washington, November 24.—Regu- 
lar republican leaders in the senate 
have begun preparations for the first 
important political battle in the new 
congress, the attempt to exclude from 
the majority group the two boy pro- 
gressives, Robert M. La Follete, of 
Wisconsin, and Gerald Nye, of North 
Dakota. 

Republican leaders announced Tues- 
day that when Nye goes to the vice 
president’s desk to be sworn when con- 
gress convenes December 7, his right 
to the seat of the late Senator Ladd 
will be challenged and that the case 
will then go automatically to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections for 
incuiry. They believe that Governor 
Sorlie acted without authority in ap- 
pointing Nye, holding that the South 
_ Dakota legislature never has conferred 
that right. 

Question La Follcite Stand. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, chair- 
man of the committee on committees, 
announced that his committee will 
meet in a week to decide whether the 
son of the Inte Wisconsin insurgent is 
entitled to a place in the regular or- 
ganization in his committee. assign- 
ments. Watson is collecting young La 
-Follette’s campaign speecheg and thesé 
will be studied to determine whether 
he has criticised President Coolidge 
and the regular republican policies. 

This is a continuation of the at- 
_ tempt to make the republican senate 
~~ organization 100 per cent pure, which 
was begun last winter when four in- 
surgents, Frazier and Ladd, of North 
Dakota; La Follette, of ‘Wisconsin, 
and Smith Brookhart, of lowa, were 
deprived of republican status. That 
move was hotly opposed by the whole 
progressive-republican group.

But they were overridden by a group 
of young fascisti, including Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, and Edge, of New Jer- 
sey, who thrust aside their mcre hesi- 
tant elders. 

Party Disciptine.

Power Company Presi- 
dent Replies To Mayor’s 


Criticism of Service by 


Sounding Warning. 


Unless the street railway company 
is given necessary measures of relief 
to place it on a self-sustaining basis, 
it will be impossible to make further 
improvements and expansions, and 
moreover, the company will be unable 
to maintain its present service, Pres- 
ton S&S. Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
said in a communication § addressed 
Tuesday to Mayor Walter A. Sims. 

The communication, which pointed 
out that the compaay recently has 
“considerably improved its service not- 
withstanding the fact that the com- 
pany is not self-sustaining,” was sent 
in response to 2 communication ad- 
dressed Mr, Arkwright recently 
Mayor Sims, in which the mayor 
charged he had ridden on a crowded 
street car one mornirag and demanded 
to know whether the company intend- 
ed to_improve its service and whon. 

Mayor Sims, when asked for a state- 
ment late Tuesday, said he, desired 
to give thorough study to Mr. Ark- 
wright’s communication before making 
any comment. 

Jitney Regulation Helped. 

Regulation of jitneys, which result- 
ed in their discontinuance and which 
was the only major recommendation 
of the Beeler organization to be ear- 
ried into effect by act of city council, 
has helped the street railway, Mr. Ark- 
wright stated, but has not resulted, 
nor was it expected to result, in plac- 
ing the street railway on a self-sus- 
taining basis. 

“The street railway cannot continue 
to go on. constantly failing to earn 
the -¢ost’ of the service,” Mr. Ark- 
wright stated. “The people have a 
right to expect service and their 
transportation agency should be placed 
in a position where it can provide it.” 


In order that it may be placed in 
this position, at least the following 


relief should be granted, the commu- 


nication pointed out: 
Relief Measures Sought. 


1. Elimination of unnecessary stop- 
ping places. 

2. Discontinuance of at least one 
of the unnecessary closely-paralleling 
duplicate street railway lines. 

3. Relief from the gross receipts tax 
which is imposed on it in addition to 
all other taxes. 

4. Relief from street paving charge.

The text of Mr. Arkwright’s letter 

follows:

We are giving special atten- 
tion to each one of the lines to which 
you have called our attention, with a 
view of improving service conditions 
wherever needed to the fullest extent 
of our ability to do so.

Her appearance, however, may be 
delayed a little by a legal tangle 
which has come into the case 
because of an application by Rhine- 
lander’s attorney to amend the origi- 
nal complaint.

This is bound 
to cause over-crowding, although suf- 
ficient cars may be scheduled to com- 
fortably handle the traffic. 


Improvements Made. 


“We don’t, of course, contend tit 
the service is perfect, but we do say 
that it has been very considerably im- 
proved, and that if we are permitted 
to work out the street railway prob- 
lem along the lines set forth in our 
petition for relief filed with the city 
council in December, 1923, and still 
awaiting action, the service will be 
considerably further improved and be 
secoud to none in this country.  In- 
deed, a great many citizens of At- 
lanta who have traveled in other cities 
report to us now that the street rail- 
way service in Atlanta is superior to 
aay city they have obseryed. It has 
certainly been improved, besides 
which we have, during this year, re- 
ceived and ordered over a million dol- 
lars’ worth of rolling stock equipment, 
consisting of 20 new street cars al- 
ready received, 40 new street cars to 
be delivered at an early datq and 15 
modern double-deck busses in process 
of delivery. We should go further. 
We would like to retire all the single- 
truck cars and substitute for them new 
modern double-truck passenger cars. 
There are other improvements greatly 
needed in the street railway property. 


“The street railroad, however, as| 


you know, is not in financial position 
to make these needed improvements. 
Proper adequate city transportation 
is fundamental to the comfort and 
convenience of the citizens and the 
growth and the prosperity of this ter- 
ritory. But no transportation agency 
ean furnish this service in the quan- 
tity and quality needed unless it is 
permitted to earn the cost of the serv- 
ice. It requires a large amount of 
new capital and will require it year 
by year to provide the improved and 
additional facilities needed. Addi- 


tional capital cannot be obtained un- 
less the investment already devoted to 
the service is permitted to earn a 
reasonable interest rate. : 

“In December, 1923, we filed a peti- 
tion to the mayor and general council 


' transportation copditions were made 


setting forth the condition of the 
street railroad and asking the coopera- 
tion of the city in granting the relief 
needed to place the street railroad 
on a basis where it could sustain it- 
self and obtain the capital needed for 
necessary improvements.

1924 the earnings, after deducting 
only mere operating expenses and 
taxes, were $640,000 less than simi- 
lar earnings were for the year 1919. 
The earnings in the year 1924, ap- 
plicable to return on_ investment, 
amounted to less than 2 per cent of 
the value of the street railroad prop- 
erty. 
Can’t Continue Losing. cs 

“Regulating the jitneys, : resulting 
in their discontinuance, has been help- 
ful to the street railway, of course, 
but has not resulted, nor was it ex- 
pected to result, in placing the street 
railway on a self-sustaining basis at 
the present rate of fare and under 
the other adverse conditions affecting 
it. The street railroad is not the 
only one benefited by the disappear- 
ance of jitneys. It has been of ad- 
vantage to the entire city. 

“The street railroad cannot cen- 
tinue to go on constantly failing to earn 
the cost of the service. The people 
have a right to expect service and 
their transportation agency should be 
placed in a position where it can 
provide it. In order that it may be 
placed in this position, at least the 
following relief should be granted: 

“1. Elimination of unnecessary stop- 
ping places, 

“2 The discontinuance of at least 
one of the unnecessary closely parallel- 
ing duplicate street railway lines. 

“3. Relief from the gross receipt 
tax which is imposed on it in additon 
to all other taxes. 

“4. Relief from 
charges.

“5. A cash fare of 10 cents, with' 


4 tickets for 25 cents, provided relief 
from gross receipt tax and paving 
charges is granted it. Or, in the event 
these two items of relief are not grant- 
ed, then a cash fare of 10 cents with 
three tickets for 25 cents. 

Condition Serious. 

“The condition of the street rail- 
road is serious and has been present- 
ed to the city over and over again dur- 
ing the past few years. In the mean- 
time we have gone ahead maintaining 


-/and improving the service at the ex- 


pense of other departments of the com- 
pany in the faith that adequate relief 
would be granted. We have, however, 
exhausted the company’s resources 
capable of being devoted to this pur- 
pose, and we cannot do any more. 

“Unless the street railroad is placed 
on a self-sustaining basis it will be 
impossible for it to make further im- 
provements and expansions in its facil- 
ities, but, worse that this, it will be 
nnable to continue the service it is 
now furnishing. 

“We urgently request that action be 
taken without further delay on its 
petition for relief. There is no mat- 
ter pending more vitally important to 
the people of this community than the 
solution of its transportation problem.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

The failure of M, Briand to form 
a cabinet of wide concentration 
“ranging from the center with the 
cooperation of the socialists,” leaves 
the political situation in France more 
chaotic than ever, with the financial 
problem further from solution. Sen- 
ator Doumer at the invitation of the 
president has agreed to give the 
matter of forming a cabinet “‘consid- 
eration.” 

The Painleve government fell Sun- 
day afternoon in the midst of a 
storm in the chamber of deputies 
over the finance bill. 

The communists, in a sudden out- 
burst of hostility, threw their twen- 
ty-six votes against Premier Painleve 
and changed what had been a ma- 
jority of twenty-eight to a minority, | 
275 against 278. 

With such a situation—a differ-

Republican Idea. 


“Dominant republican leaders have 
had the one idea of wiping out all 
graduated income taxes as quickly as 
opportunity might offer and substitu- 
ting a general sales or like tax. I 
think with minor qualifications that 
the fight is now won for a permanent 
retention of our income tax system 
with well graduated rates. 

“The third point of radical party 
difference in tax reduction relates to 
tariff. The Mellon-Coolidge leader- 
ship shouts loudly for tax reduction 
in order to aid business and reduce 
living costs, but they carefully ex- 
clude heavy tax burdens arising from 
existing extreme high tariff rates and 
fasist that even the conceded tariff 
excesses must remain untouched. Most 
democrats look upon this partial view 
as rank duplicity and hypocrisy. 

“America cannot maintain an in- 
creastag production level, thereby em- 
ploying capital and labor and avoid- 
ing stagnation and depression, unless 
she can export her surpluses, and she 
simply cannot conduct a growing ex- 
port trade largely on gold imports and 
vast sums loaned abroad, with which 
to pay for the same. Had the maxi- 
mum graduated rates on incomes and 
inheritances been dropped for the pres- 
ent to a 25 per cent maximum and 
exemptions for married persons left 
at $2,500 with $400 for dependents, 
congress could have repealed all or vir- 
tually all temporary war and nuisance 
taxes, aud also given substantial re- 
lief to those with incomes of $25,900 
to $80,000. 

Must Remove War Taxes. 

“It is never justifiable to reduce 
our permanent taxes to lowest peace 
level until temporary war taxes are 
first removed. In view of revenue 
necessities, I doubt the ‘wisdom of the 
action of the committee in departing 
from this view, as well as its action 
in making the repeal of higher estate 
tax rates retroactive to June 2, 1924. 
This latter action grossly violates 
every rule of sound public policy. 

“The committee should have avoid- 
ed this $20,000,000 loss ta revenue and 
at the same time effected other re- 
ductions and repeals to the extent of 
$350,000,000. I trust the foregoing re- 
adjustments may be made in the house 
or senate.” |

Bargain Basement 
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Commissioner Sees Loss 


“of Free Services of 


‘Banks in Collecting Fees 
Because of Law. 


Fear that the annual revenue from 


the state cigar and cigarette stamp 
act would be reduced by 50 per.cent 
after January 1, was expressed Tues- 
day by John M. Vandiver, commission- 
er of revenue. Commissioner Vandi- 
ver sees the possibility of such a 
reduction through the workings of a 
clause added to the maintenance ap- 
propriation for the department at the 
lakt session of the legislature, which 
provides that all of these stamp col- 
lections must be paid into the state 
treasury at least once every 30 days. 

There is no provision, Commissioner 
Vandiver pointed out, to reimburse 


anyone for handling the sales of the 


cigar and cigarette revenue stamps in 
the cities outside of Atlanta. IHither- 
to, the department has succeeded in 
persuading banks in the various towns 
and cities to sell the stamps. ‘The 
banks have done this, Commissioner 
Vandiver claims, out of patriotic mo- 
tives, but he says that if they are 
put to the added trouble of making 
monthly reports on their sales, many 
of them will refuse to handle the 
stamps any longer. 

At present there are 338 banks in 
the state haadling the stamps, and, 
in the larger cities it hag required 
the entire services of a special clerk 
wt some of the banks, Commissioner 
Vandiver asserts. 

The state is now reeeiving about 
$750,000 annually from the stamp 
sales, the revenue being used to meet 
past due pensions due Confederate 
pensioners. Only this week, $400,000 
of this money was disbufsed among the 
10,000 pensioners on the rolls, giving 
each one $40 in pension for Thanks- 
giving. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised fo see the 
revenue drop off $300,000 when the 
monthly report system becomes manda- 
tory on January 1,” said Mr. Van- 
diver. ° 

On the other hand, it is claimed by 
some state officials, the banks are 
chiefly actuated in handling these 
stamp sales in order that they may 
keep the money on deposit, without 
paying any interest, until such time 
as it is checked out by the revenue 
department. 

Commissioner Vandiver indicated 
that he would ask the attorney gen- 
eral for ata opinion on the appropria- 
tion proviso between now and Jan- 
uary 1, to see if it was absolutely 


‘mandatory that each bank report and 


remit its collections each month.

R. L. BARNUM 
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Stock to Hit Low Level.: — 


‘New York, November 24.—Short 
selling for the purpose of bringing 
about more liquidation in the stock 
market was resumed today but 
with less success. For the first 
time in weeks there were times 
today when the ticker remained mo- 
tionless. In the recent long series of 
two million share days. when the 
ticker was far bel.‘id trading on the 
}floor and when the average price of 
50 representative stocks was daily 
making a new high level, rumors of 
increased dividends, stéck dividends, 
initial dividends and split ups were. 
daily making good. Today the bears 
in their efforts to further depress 
stock prices were setting afloat a 
number of rumors the truth of which 
was open to question indicating that 
their real ammunition in the form of 
the many increases which have oc- 
curred in the rediscount rates of the 
federal reserye banks together with 
the greatly over extended long ac- 
count in the stock market had been 
spent. 

One of today’s widely circulated 
rumors was to the effect that E. H.. 
Gary, because of ill health, would 
shortly resign as the executive head 
of the U. 8S. Steel corporation. On 
this report, steel common made a new 
low since touching its recent new 
high at 1391-4. As far as could be 
learned, Mr. Gary has no intention 
of resigning from active management 
of the steel corporation. After pass- 
ing 70, James J. Hill used to say he 
was living on borrowed time. Mr. 
Gary is now living on borrowed time 
to use Mr. Hill’s expression, and 
hence it is only a question of time 
until he is succeeded by Mr. Farrell 
or some other able official of the com- 
pany. However, who ever is execu- 
tive head of the steel corporation it 
is only a question of time until the 
holders of the common stock get an 
extra dividend of some sort to re- 
duce the enormous accumulated sur- 
plus of the company, which is now 
much larger than is required under 
the most conservative management. 

Now that Boston, Cleveland, Phila- 
delphia and San Francisco have in- 
creased their rediscount rate from 
31-2 per cent to 4 per cent the New 
York bank is the only one in the fed- 
eral reserve system having a 31-2 per 
cent rate. 

Other factors than the actual credit 
situation influenced Boston, Cleve- 
land, Philadelphia and San Francisco 
increasing their rediscount rate, main- 
ly a desire to cheek spetulation in the 
stock market, in real estate and in 
building. Undoubtedly officials of 
the New York bank have this. same 
desire. However, the New York bank 
in working with the Bank of England 
to restore sterling has kept its rate 
below the 4 per cent rate at London. 
This may prevent the New York fed- 
eral reserve bank from increasing its 
rate at the meeting to be held late 
tomorrow. It is possible too as has 
already been pointed out in _ this 
column that the New York bank may 
accomplish more in the way of check- 
ing speculation by doing nothing than 
by increasing its rate to 4 per cent. 
Wall street is confident that if the 
bank here does increase its rate to- 
morrow to 4 per cent the stock mar- 
ket on Friday with this news out of 
the way .will advance on short cover- 
ing. 

With the automobile industry now 
playing a very important part in the 
country’s industrial situatioa and out- 
look, much interest -is being displayed 
here in the resumed upward price 
movement at London in rubber. Bank- 
ers here interested fra the automo- 
bile and tire industry and hence having 
good reasons for keeping in close 
touch with the rubber situation, ex- 
pect rubber prices to remain high in- 
definitely. London rubber specula- 
tors who have been operating on the 
basis of the Stevenson rubber expc t 
restriction plan and the growing rub- 
ber demands of American automobile 
and tire manufacturers have already 
contracted for a large part of the 1926 
rubber supply. . 

Our automobile and tire manufac- 
turers have been at the mercy of these 
London rubber speculators because our 


baakers remembering what happened 
in 1920 and 1921 when automobile 
and tire manufacturers were caught 
with high-priced inventories have re- 
fused to finance buying of rubber for 
future delivery. 

Consumers of rubber who have ar- 
ranged for their supply will not sell 
on the open market even if rubber 
prices continue to advance thus giv- 
tag protection to the London rubber 
speculators. 

The other side of the picture is that 
because of higher rubber prices auto- | 
mobile manufacturers in this country 
will have to raise their selling prices, 
something they do not want to. do, 
fearing that higher prices may cur- 
tail buying. If higher prices do cur- 
tail automobile buying the London rub- 
ber speculation will correct itself. 


There is an old saying in Wall 
street that the way to make money 
in the stock market is to buy stocks 
cheap and. sell them when the prices 
are high. This sounds very simple. 
However, everybody that has ever 
had anything to do with stock mar- 
ket speculation knows that in every 
big movement in any stock important 
things happen which at the time de, 
not appear on the surface. 

Take for example General Motors. 
In advancing from the year’s low of 
645-8 to the year’s high of 1493-4, 
General Motors furnished much of the 
leadership in the recent sensational 
advance in the stock market as a 
whole under the leadership of the mo- 
tors. " 

Starting out with an output of only 
12,000 passenger cars for this Janu- 
ary against 293,000 a year ago, auto- 
mobile manufacturers increased pro- 
duction to 391,000 for April, a new 
high. Then there was some slowing 
down, followed by today’s unexpected 
figures from Washington showing Oc- 
tober production at no less than 4Q6,- 


General Motors played an impor- 
tant part in.this year’s unexpectedly 
large automobile production and e¢on- 
sequently this year’s General Motor 
earnings showed surprising gains. Be- 
cause of the larger earnings in March 
of this year, the quarterly dividend 
was increased from $1.25 to $1.50. 
On September 12 an extra dividend 
was increased from $1.25 to $1.50. 
On September 12 an extra dividend 
of $1 was paid. On November 12 
the General Motors directors declared 
an extra dividend of $3, making this 
year’s dividend payments $12 a share. 
These increased dividends explain Gen- 
eral Motors’ advance from 645-8 to 

It is generally recognized that there | 
is no one in the country better post- 
ed on automobile earnings and what 
they mean than: W. C. Durant, who 
might be nicknamed Finnegan Du- 
rant from the number of times he got 
control of General Motors only to lose 
it again, the last time in December of 
1920, when the Morgans and the Du- 
ponts took over General Motors’ 
stocks. Durant and his followers 
were carrying on a margin in those 
stormy times and were forced to 
throw over. 


After 1920 Durant again “came 
back,” making money out of his new 
Durant company and also in the stock 
market, a large fortune being made 
in one stock alone, Cast Iron Pipe. 
According to gossip, realizing early 
this year what General Motors was 
doing in the way of earnings, Durant 
again began to accumulate a large line 
of General Motors. But from what 
is now being heard Finnegan Durant 
has again outplayed his hand in Gen- 
eral Motors. When General Motors 
touched 140 3-4 somebody began to sell 
the stock heavily. That somebody 
was Durant. This heavy selling con- 


tinued. In this 40-point break some- | 
body got hurt. It is understood that | 
the somebody who did get hurt was) 
not the rescue party who has again 
taken over a large block of General 
Motors at a private sale. As Wall 
Street now sees it this private trans- 
action has done much to relieve the 
stock market of selling pressure.

20.38 for January contracts and 
closed at 20.33 for that delivery, the 
general market closing steady, net 17 
points higher to 1 point lower. 

As it was the first notice day for 
December delivery, attention centered 
on developments in that direction. 
The opening was 4 points lower to 5 
points higher, and considerable near 
month liquidation developed in early 
trading owing to‘ circulation of no- 
tices estimated at about 25,900 bales. 
Offerings of December seemed to be 
readily absorbed at a sight reduc- 
tion in the premium over January, 
however, and after selling off to 20.87, 
or 7 points net lower, _ the 
price steadied on reports of no- 
tices being stopped by _one of 
the large spot interests.

All Lib- 
erty bonds moved lower, partly in an- 
ticipation of a new treasury offering 
next month. 

Price movements of domestic cor- 
poration issues were highly conflicting 
with few groups following a definite 
trend. Chesapeake & Ohio and Nor- 
folk & Western convertibles resumed 
their advance and a good demand de- 
veloped for some of the New Haven 
and Missouri Pacific igsues. Dela- 
ware & Hudson, International-Grent 
Northern and Frisco -obligations were 
lower. Sinclair 6s lagged behind the 
rest of the oil bonds and Goodrich 
6 1-2s were the most conspicuous weak 
spot in the rubber group.

Meanwhile 
reports were current that heavy rains 
and unusual heat were prevalent in 
Argentina, whereas dry, cool weather 
was netted. One authority was quot- | 
ed as saying that in the last week 
alone the harm done to Argentina 
wheat was equal to 18,000,000 bush- 
els. 

Scarcity of wheat in Europe avail- 
able for immediate or nearby delivery 
was given as one reason for today’s 
steep upturn in quotations at Laver- 
pool. Some trade observers here said 
European buyers had almost ignored 
North American wheat for months, 
and had been encouraged to this by 
a bountiful crop promise in Argen- 
tina. Now. however, with the Ar- 
gentina crop being reduced daily a 
readjustment was inevitable. 

Corn and oats prices derived strength 
today principally from the action of 
wheat. The corn market was also 
affected by European purchasing of 
corn about 1,000,000 bushels, the larg- 
est single day’s total in many months.
